Tile Illy iiiherllses fur bids for Hie 
(onlrael which is let to the lowest 
lihider. The coiitraet provides for fiir- 
nishin.ii; and planting the trees and for 
the line of the irees for a speeilleil 
iwi'iud thereafter. When the work Is 
urdeied under the X'roniun act no pro- 
leai oil the pari of the property owners 
can slop the proeeedliiHS. The only 
pi'olest Hint avails is against the var- 
ii ty of irees ordered, w hich nia.v he 
I haiiKed on the petltiiin of a certain 
propiii tioii of the frontaKo affeeied.

Lxaminatlim of local fruit shows that 
■ while b-iiions were badly damaged 
then- has been very little loss on or- 
' anges, cxceiit in the lovvi-«t ground near 
the wash. .'Vlany growers claim they 
will not lose a dollar on their oranges. 
.N’eurly every one has eaten the fruit 
as usual without noting 111 effects or 
any change in taste. Hut elsewhere 
Ihe t-ITeet of eating frozen fruit Is dis- 
i-iiH.sed with spirit. Not every iierson 
vvhii eats frozen citrus fruit suffers, 
hut many iieoph- have sulTered, a Basa- 
deiit medical man slati-d when Inter¬ 
viewed on the suhjei-t hy The Star. 

^ (In the other hand, K. G. Uezell, 
assistant genenil manager of the Cali¬ 
fornia Kiult Growers’ i-xchange, says 
the freezing of oranges results in the 
disaiqu-iiraiiee of the juice and flavor, 
Init olh'-rwise the fruit is not harmed.

But few Iieoph- realize to what extent 
Cnele Sam has hei-ome a telephone 
owm-r and operator in I’alifornla. slni-o 
th(- l-'ori-.sl Servief- of the Department 
of .\grieiillure vvas given eliarge of tln- 
admlnistration of tin- .National Forests 
In Dinri. Aciording to the district for¬ 
ester at San I-l am iseo, at the Ix-gln- 
nlng of the year Bll.'J, S.iKiu riiib-s of 
teb-photie linesi- had lieeii eonsti'ileted 
in the National Forests of the slate. 
'I'his mib-age is valued at Jlja.OOO. 

'Pbe need of facile eommunication — 
partleularly in c-oiineitpui with lire 
proti-rtive work—eiirl.v directed the 
Ibdd oflieers of the service to great uc- 
tlvit.v in teli-phone eonslriietbin. ,\s 
fast as appropriations allovveil, lim-s 
were run into those portions of the 
forests vvhieh hy reason of their valu- 
.ilile resources, (leinanded protection. 

The teli-phoiie- lines of the service 
are one wire groumb-d lines—the wiri- 
over !iM per C(-tit of the mileage being 
attached to trees. It was not feasible 
to eonstruct metallic circuit lines or 
to use poles—since the additional e.x- 
IK-nse of such eonstruetlon would have 
seriously curtailed the additional mile¬ 
age piissihle to obtain \v-ith the same 
funds under the first mei.tionad meth¬ 
od of fiinstruction. The one wire 
grounded system has worked exceed¬ 
ingly well and hut very little trouble . 
has been experienced as a result of at¬ 
taching the wire to trees. The cost of 
iiiaintenaiu-e of this type of telephone 
line is coniparatlvely small. 

In addition to equipping its ranger, 
lookout and patrol stations with up-to- 
date telephone equipment, tin- Service 
has i-xtemU-d Us lines In many instan¬ 
ces to tbe headquarters of lumher and 
power companies; to hotels and ranch 
hoii.ses vvlii-re. hv- so doing, its Hre pro- 
tective organization is thereby strength- ^ 
eiied. It has co-operative agreements 
vvilh the owners of private telephone . 
lines within and adjacent to the Na¬ 
tional Forests and hy this means. It j 
reaches a vast territory, otherwise ini- | 
possible to get int'i with Us own lines 
heeause of lack of funds. j
